ROM 1917, the first year of the United States’ 

participation in the first World War, to 1942, 
the first year of the country’s participation in the 
present world war, the principal yearling sales 
on the continent were held annually at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., under the auspices of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company. This pattern was broken in 
1943, chiefly as a result of concerted action on 
the part of Kentucky breeders who, as a wartime 
measure, asked the Fasig-Tipton Company to sell 
their yearlings at the Keeneland Race Course, 
Lexington, rather than in the East. Thus there 
were two sales series, one of Western yearlings 
at Keeneland, the other of Eastern yearlings at 
the Meadow Brook Club on Long Island, to take 
the place of the Saratoga auctions. 

For this year’s auctions at Keeneland the sales 
agency is the Breeders’ Sales Company, which 
was formed as an association of consignors when 
the Fasig-Tipton Company failed to grant de- 
mands made upon it by the consignors. The 
Meadow Brook sales, to be held the week follow- 
ing the series at Keeneland, continues under the 
auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company. 

As a result of these changes it is no longer 
possible to set up an adequate basis for annual 
comparisons in the form of statistics from the old 
Saratoga sales. But as a matter of current in- 
terest in connection with the coming Keeneland 
auctions the Saratoga figures are used in the 
following tabulation and in other statistical ex- 
hibits scattered through this issue. 

Four days of sales will be held at Keeneland, 
as against three days last year—eight sessions 
as against six. The number of yearlings cata- 
logued has risen from 318 in 1943 to 451 in 1944. 
In view of the fact that only a trifling percentage 
of those catalogued last year were withdrawn from 
the sale, it appears likely that this year’s total 
number of yearlings for the Keeneland sales alone 
will not be far below that of the last year at Sara- 
toga, and that the combined Keeneland—Meadow 
Brook totals will approximate the largest Sara- 
toga figures. 

The numbers catalogued in recent years, at 
Saratoga and Keeneland, are as follows:

The distribution as to sex shows 260 colts and 
191 fillies catalogued for Keeneland this year; the 
colts represent 57.6 per cent of the total of 451. 
This proportion of colts is slightly lower than last 
year, when the colts constituted 58.4 per cent of 
the total. At Saratoga the normal division was 
closer to 60-40.

The Yearling Sales 


S will be noticed from the advertising in this 

issue, the current topic of greatest interest 
among readers of THE BLoop-HoRsE is the annual 
yearling sales—once the Saratoga sales, now the 
Keeneland and Meadow Brook auctions. 

When the Saratoga meeting fell a casualty of 
the war the western group of consignors agreed 
among themselves that they should sell their 
stock at Lexington. This was primarily an ad- 
justment to wartime difficulties, if not actual 
restrictions, in transportation, but it was also a 
move which many Kentucky breeders had desired 
for years. The breeders now have organized 
their own sales company, on a cooperative basis, 
and it may be assumed that they have gone be- 
yond the point of holding sales at Lexington as 
an emergency measure. They are testing wheth- 
er the summer sales of yearlings can be held 
there as an established institution in the years 
of peace ahead. They would prefer it that way, 
and are building as solidly as possible toward 
that end. But they are going to wait and see. 

It seems obvious enough that the Saratoga 
market long ago had begun to flag under its own 
weight. It provided so many yearlings in one 
series that the customer’s appetite was too easily 
sated. It also seems obvious enough that, if 
there is going to be a Saratoga after the war, the 
market there would be oversupplied with year- 
lings almost automatically from the merging of 
the eastern and western branches into which it 
has now split. Whatever else may happen after 
the war, it appears the better part of wisdom to 
divide the market into two or more series of 
auctions, at different times, if not at different 
places. 

But, whatever the outlook for the years ahead 
may be, the breeders of yearlings just now may 
view their prospects with a larger measure of 
satisfaction than at any time since the affairs of 
the Turf became big business. Last season’s 
emergency sales came when the Thoroughbred 
market was slanting sharply upward—so sharply 
that its strength was visibly improved in the 
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few weeks between Keeneland and Meadow 
Brook. Since then every new development, every 
new bit of evidence, seems to have added some- 
thing to “the price of horses.” 


Two principal factors have accounted mainly 
for this strength. The more powerful and less 
permanent (we suppose) of these is the flux of 
money which necessarily accompanies the coun- 
try’s tremendous industrial effort, and this great 
financial flow is in turn largely dependent upon 
an economy which believes that wealth in motion 
is preferable to the accumulation of static wealth. 

The less powerful and more permanent factor 
(we hope) is the new orientation of racing pro- 
grams to provide opportunities for earnings more 
in keeping with the apparent class of horses in 
competition. Since the log-jam of claiming races 
was blasted loose, the market for Thoroughbred 
horses has been rushing with mad speed, as if 
exhilarated by sudden release from long im- 
prisonment. Good horses are next to impossible 
to buy, and claim boxes are stuffed at every rea- 
sonable opportunity. People who have good 
horses won’t sell, and people who want good 
horses consequently can’t buy. Hence it seems 
likely that both groups will turn to the yearling 
markets with more enthusiasm and cash than 
ever before. 


For these reasons we shall confidently expect 
the yearling market to be stronger than it was 
last summer at Keeneland. We cannot anticipate 
a top price as high as the $66,000 reached at that 
sale, but we shall expect the average to be higher, 
even though the number of yearlings offered is 
larger. 

THE BLoop-Horsk, as the cataloguing agency 
for the Keeneland sales, has a special request to 
make of buyers there. The Mereworth catalogue 
represents an experimental departure in the tech- 
nique of setting forth the credentials of Thor- 
oughbreds for sale. If it meets with a sufficient 
measure of approval, we should like to adopt it 
as a style for future catalogues, with whatever 
typographical improvements seem indicated. If 
buyers don’t like it we hope they will tell us.

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Conference Of 
The Powers

Light, Sound... 


HROUGH the three business sessions which 

made up the eleventh annual conference of the 
National Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers, held at the Stevens Hotel in Chicago July 5 
and 6, ran two general themes, touched upon in 
one way or another by a half-dozen speakers: 

1. Racing is now at a peak of popularity un- 
precedented in its history. This is not wholly be- 
cause the public has accepted racing as “‘the most 
grown-up sport,” as one speaker put it, but is in 
part the result of inflationary times. Racing’s 
millions do not entirely belong to racing yet; they 
may prove to be no more than a loan. It is there- 
fore up to racing authorities, to track operators, 
officials, and racing commissioners, to work as 
never before to gain public confidence, to consoli- 
date as much of its newly won territory as possi- 
ble. Wayne Dinsmore’s observation—gained from 
farmers, mule dealers, and breeders of other 
types of horses than the Thoroughbred—was that 
“there is more and more of a feeling that racing 
is on the square.”” Kenneth Friede’s warning was 
that a “high percentage of people, and some of the 
press, think racing is dishonest.” These are not 
contradictory views; they represented two ways of 
assessing the same conclusion: racing is in a posi- 
tion to gain, and is gaining a little, with a great 
deal of work still necessary. 

2. The granting of licenses, to trainers particu- 
larly, and to other members of racing’s personnel 
as well, is still far too lax, despite agitation for 
several years for a greater stringency. This was 
mentioned by the two trainers’ organizations rep- 
resented on the program, the Horsemen’s Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association represented by 
Major Thomas McCreery, and the American 
Trainers Association in a paper prepared by 
President John Gaver. It was brought up by Mr. 
Friede, who suggested that racing is returning 
such large revenues to the states that these might 
be reasonably expected to appropriate sufficient 
funds for thorough investigation of applicants for 
licenses, by Henry A. Parr III, president of 
Pimlico and of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions of the United States, by Alex M. Robb, 
speaking for the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions of the United States, and in President 
Charles Connors’ keynote address. 

For neither of these important questions was 
a definite procedure determined upon; neither is 
exactly subject to solution by the adoption either 
of rules or resolutions. But the commissioners 
from the states represented at the meeting should 
certainly have been impressed with the necessity 
for the finding of a solution, within the individual 
laws and conditions of their own states. 


. . . Action 


OT so frequently touched upon, but attracting 
considerable interest when it was mentioned, 
was the question of finding a barrier to strikes, 
which are often called at the last moment, when 
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no time for arbitration or discussion remains. A 
rule suggested by the three New England major 
tracks was read, and was favorably reported by 
the rules committee. A rule passed by the Illinois 
Racing Board (Rule 27A) was also read, and after 
considerable discussion it was decided to submit 
both rules to all of the racing commissions, with 
the recommendation that these pass either or 
both, or phrase their own rule to cover the prin- 
cipal points. The New England suggestion: 


Every licensee or employee of any racing asso- 
ciation, if not included in a union contract, may 
present to the association conducting any race meet- 
ing for consideration or adjustment, any grievance 
he may have with respect to racing conditions, 
purses, riding fees, bonuses, awards, wages, hours 
of employment, working conditions, or any other 
grievance he may have, as follows: 

1. The grievance, complaint or demand must be 
made in writing to the association conducting the 
race meeting, and a copy thereof presented to the 
state racing commission. 

The racing association must answer, in writing,

the grievance, complaint cr demand, within twenty- 
four (24) hours from the time of its receipt, and sub- 
mit a copy of its answer to the state racing com- 
mission. 

If requested the racing association shall immedi- 
ately grant the person presenting the grievance, 
complaint or demand, a hearing or conference to 
discuss and, if possible, to settle or adjust the griev- 
ance, complaint or demand. 

2. If the grievance, complaint or demand is not 
satisfactorily adjusted by the parties, either the party 
making the complaint or the racing association may 
request the state racing commission, in writing, to 
submit the controversy to a Board of Arbitration. 
Upon receipt of such a request, the commission shall 
immediately organize a board of arbitration of three 
members, one member to be appointed by the per- 
son submitting the grievance, complaint or demand, 
one member by the racing association, and one mem- 
ber by the racing commission. 

The Board of Arbitration shall immediately con- 
sider the complaint and answer and such other evi- 
dence as it may deem necessary and, without undue 
delay, make its decision. The award of the Board 
shall be final and binding upon the parties. 

The above procedure is optional and shall not be 
considered as depriving the licensee or employee of 
any other recourse he may have under the law of 
this State or of the United States. 

Any person who violates the provisions of the 
foregoing rule may be summoned to a hearing be- 
fcre the racing commission, and shall be subject to 
suspension or revocation of his license and to being 
ruled off. 


The lllinois rule covering the same subject is 
as follows: 

The Board, recognizing the necessity of the obli- 
gation of a racing association to comply with its 
requirements under the license granted by the Rac- 
ing Board under the authority of the State of Illinois 
and fulfilling its obligations to the public, and the 
state of Illinois, with the best possible uninterrupted 
services, in its comparatively short licensed period, 
—herein directs that all officials, horsemen, owners, 
trainers, jockeys, grooms and their employees in 
every department, who have accepted directly or 
indirectly, with reasonable advance notice, the con- 
ditions under which said racing association engages 
and plans to conduct such race meeting shall be 
bound thereby. Any such officials, horsemen, own- 
ers, trainers, jockeys, grooms and their employees 
and assistants, and all employees in every depart- 
ment who so accept such conditions with reasonable 
advance notice thereof and who thereafter fail or re- 
fuse to continue in good faith under such accepted 
conditions, shall, in the discretion of the Board, be 
barred frcm ever again engaging in operation at any 
race track in the State of Illinois licensed to hold 
a race meeting under the law. 


The rules committee also recommended that 
“each racing commission should closely scrutinize 
the proportion of claiming races ... bearing in 
mind that too great a proportion of claimers 
restricts the participation and entry into the sport 
of those patrons who would be otherwise induced 
to buy or breed Thoroughbred horses,” and recom- 
mend universal adoption of a rule providing “that 
horses claimed for $2,000 or more be not permit- 
ted to run in a claiming race for 30 days subse- 
quent to such claim, and that any horse claimed 
for less than $2,000 will still carry the 25 per 
cent penalty for 30 days. 

Another resolution adopted provided for mutual 
recognition of the rulings of all commissions, and 
added the following: “Be it further resolved 
that, whenever the granting of any license is 
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denied, refused, or delayed for specific cause, 
notice of this fact be given to the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners, and fur- 
nished to other state racing commissions.” 

Other resolutions adopted invited the Incorpor- 
ated Canadian Racing Associations and the Fed- 
eral Racing Commission of Mexico to become asso- 
ciate members of the N. A. S. R. C.; ordered the 
setting up of an advisory committee to be com- 
posed of all past presidents of the N. A. S. R. C., 
with the retiring president as chairman; con- 
gratulated The Jockey Club on its fiftieth anni- 
versary; praised the various race tracks for their 
contributions to war relief agencies; thanked the 
Illinois commission and Chicago tracks for their 
part in the eleventh meeting; commended indi- 
vidually the work of Beverley Broun, Charles F. 
Connors, Thomas R. Underwood. 


First Morning 


AJOR EDNYFED H. WILLIAMS, chairman 

of the Illinois Racing Board, which was host 
to the convention, welcomed the commissioners 
when the meeting had been called to order, and 
read welcoming letters from Gov. Dwight Green, 
of Illinois, and Mayor Edward J. Kelly of Chi- 
cago. Major Williams pointed out that racing 
had remained under state control, that the mutual 
understanding of the individual racing commis- 
sions had made this control satisfactory. He con- 
gratulated the tracks on their conduct during the 
war, through the suspension of meetings where 
this was necessary, and the immense contributions 
made to the war charities and relief funds, and he 
suggested that the end of the war should see rac- 
ing facing problems which the N. A. S. R. C. 
should prepare to handle. At the end of the 
meeting, when Major Williams had been elected 
president for the next year, he told the commis- 
sioners, “You’re not going to have an easy time. 
I’m going to make you work.” 

BEVERLEY BROUN, chairman of the West Vir- 
ginia State Racing Commission and a former 
president of the N. A. S. R. C., responded to the 
welcoming address, and in doing so reviewed the 
work of the organization since its founding. 
Among the principal improvements and achieve- 
ments of racing, “not necessarily inaugurated, but 
supported and encouraged by the association,” Mr. 
Broun listed the establishment of the saliva test; 
the installation of the photo-finish and the end of 
disturbances arising from disgruntled patrons 
who disagreed with placing judges; the electric 
gate and in general the improvement of starting; 
the installation of totalizators at nearly all major 
tracks and the consequent gain in public confi- 
dence; the use of the secretary’s office for the col- 
lection and dissemination of information among 
the several commissions; the work begun on a 
plan for the protection of jockeys, now carried on 
by the Jockeys Guild; the formation of track and 
trainers associations; the establishment of the 
Turf Committee of America, for the purpose of 
raising funds for war relief; and the defeat of 
proposals for a Federal pari-mutuel tax. In con- 
nection with the work of the Turf Committee of 
America, Mr. Broun said that racing had now 
raised a total of $10,331,230 for war relief, of 
which $5,326,292 represented the collections in 
1943. 

PRESIDENT CONNORS reiterated the purposes of 
the N. A. S. R. C. in his formal address: to dis- 
cover and study the problems of racing; to recom- 
mend rules for its conduct; to introduce uniform 
procedure and reciprocity in the observance of the 
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rulings of the commissions; to assist the indi- 
vidual commissions in the conduct of their duties; 
and to encourage honest and forceful governance 
of racing. 

Racing today, Mr. Connors said, has the great- 
est public confidence it has ever had, and every 
effort should be made to hold this. The press, in 
general, has become favorable. Much of this, he 
thought, is due to the supervision of the commis- 
sions, and some of it to the fact that no other 
sport has done as much for the war effort. He 
mentioned the work of some of the commissioners 
in defeating the proposal for a Federal pari- 
mutuel tax, and also in drawing most of the teeth 
of the Danaher amendment, which would have 
largely eliminated income tax deductions for 
losses by racing stables, but he said it should be 
made plain also that the N. A. S. R. C. was not 
attempting the establishment of a lobby in Wash- 
ington. 

He suggested, as problems which the meeting 
might examine, a renewed effort toward uniform- 
ity of rules, an examination of the definition of 
stakes races, the establishment of a national li- 
censing board for trainers, with prominent mem- 
bers of that profession acting as advisers, and he 
said that racing needed to do its housecleaning in 
a collective, not an individual manner, and sug- 
gested that the secretaries of each commission 
should notify all other commissions regarding per- 
sons who were refused licenses or merely shunted 
off without official action. He praised the work 
of Secretary Thomas R. Underwood, and he sug- 
gested that, since Mr. Underwood had “severed 
his connection with the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission” (the Republicans won), the by-laws 
of the N. A. S. R. C. should be changed, if neces- 
sary, to permit Mr. Underwood to continue in his 
position with the national organization. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD, in connection with his finan- 
cial report, pointed out that since the N. A. S. R. 
C. was organized in January, 1934, it had retained 
all of its membership among the active racing 
states, and he said that this was in itself a tribute 
to the usefulness of the organization. In connec- 
tion with his own “severance” from the Kentucky 
commission, he said that it was the constantly 
changing personnel among the commissions which 
made a central office so valuable. In 1944, 18 rac- 
ing commissions have paid their dues to the na- 
tional association. 

MAJoR THOMAS MCCREERY, speaking on behalf 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation, began by deploring the laxity with 
which trainers’ licenses are issued. Many incom- 
petent trainers are licensed, he said, and he sug- 
gested two aids in remedying the condition; the 
submission of applications to a board composed of 
two trainers and a steward, for recommendation 
before the commission acts on them, and the thor- 
ough investigation of applications, along with a 
requirement that every application be accom- 
panied by two or more letters from reputable 
horsemen. 

Another condition under which trainers suffer, 
Major McCreery said, is “the deplorable condition 
of the tracks over which some of our horses race.” 
Track superintendents at some tracks, he said, 
know very little about caring for racing strips, 
and do not have the proper machinery because 
they do not know what is necessary. A great deal 
of unsoundness results, the speaker said, and he 
said that, with 60 or 70 per cent of the breed clas- 
sified as cheap horses, perhaps half of these were 
unsound because of bad tracks. Horsemen do not 
want fast time, he said, but safe racing strips. 
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Major McCreery also asked the commissioners 
for assistance in the problem of stable help, 
Where there were from 9,000 to 10,000 grooms be. 
fore the war, there are now about 5,000. These 
are working at wages almost double what they 
formerly received, and he said that occasionally a 
trainer would find all of his help gone, because 
another stable had “high jacked” them with the 
offer of still better wages. He asked that a rule 
be adopted universally, providing that no owner 
or trainer may hire any person previously em- 
ployed in the stables, without a written discharge 
from his former employer, with the employee hay- 
ing the right of appeal to the commission against 
any person wrongfully withholding his discharge, 

On the subject of graded races, Major Me- 
Creery suggested that these should be used to 
take care of horses above $2,500 or $3,000, and 
that no claiming races for horses worth $2,500 
should be written. The public, he said, likes 
claiming races “almost as well” as better racing, 
and he thought his suggestion would eliminate 
promiscuous claiming. 

Major McCreery said his association had nar- 
rowly prevented several disturbances based on 
complaints about purses, and he said that the com- 
missions should provide, in such disputes, that its 
secretary should examine the finances of the track 
in question, and on the basis of his report the 
commissions could make a decision. 

The speaker also suggested the employment of 
a horseman of at least 15 or 20 years experience, 
as a “steward in charge of horses.”’ He said that 
paddock veterinarians who were employed to keep 
unfit horses from going to the post frequently 
failed to do so. “Sometimes I’ve told one of them 
that such and such a horse is sore, and all that 
happens is that he writes ‘sore’ on his program.” 
He advocated an official who would be in charge 
of the horses in the receiving barn, on the way to 
the post, and in the paddock. 

J. A. ESTEs, editor of THE BLooD-HORSE, simpli- 
fied the question of the “Jersey Act” for the com- 
missioners by a parable of John and Sam, who 
lived on opposite sides of the creek and raised 
“blue-eyed goldfish” for a hobby which turned 
into a business. On both sides of the creek, he 
said, the accurate recording of pedigrees came 
about several generations after it had been real- 
ized how “cute” these goldfish were. John and 
Sam exchanged breeding stock, but after a while 
John decided he didn’t want any more of Sam’s 
goldfish. He didn’t want to hurt Sam’s feelings, 
however, so he just said that he was going to call 
his own stuff purebred and would get along with 
it as best he could. Sam didn’t care at first, but 
finally he began to get mad about it. 

“The question of recognition of the American 
Stud Book,” Estes said, “can be construed as a 
slight technical difference of opinion, or we can 
call it an outrage. Personally, I hope that we 
may have a chance to adjust it on the basis that 
it is merely a difference of opinion on a technical 
matter. ... Between the United States and Eng- 
land there have been far more vexing problems 
settled with complete cordiality and understand- 
ing, and we should do our best to follow this pat- 
tern in discussing a relatively minor problem.” 

Dr. CHARLES E. HAGYARD, president of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America, called the atten- 
tion of the commissioners to the gradual decrease 
of stakes events, even while the total number of 
races is increasing. In 1936, he said, there were 
410 stakes races, or 2.7 per cent of the 15,344 
races run, but in 1942, when 17,593 races were 
run, there were only 344 stakes, or 1.9 per cent. 
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In 1943, stakes represented only 1.8 per cent of 
the total number of races. Dr. Hagyard pointed 
out that stakes were the truest index to racing 
ability, as well as being most attractive in the 
pedigrees of yearlings to be sold. He noted also 
that in some sections, races with large purses and 
engaging horses of stakes caliber, were techni- 
cally run as overnight races, and he said that 
horsemen would like a clearer definition of stakes. 
He also expressed the Thoroughbred Club’s en- 
dorsement of the movement for the substitution 
of graded handicaps and other non-claiming 
events for claiming races, and for the increase in 
the opportunities for fillies and mares. 

JOHN GAVER, president of the American Train- 
ers Association, was unable to be present at the 
meeting, and the paper prepared by his organiza- 
tion was read to the commissioners by the writer 
of this report. It called attention to the 1944 
trend toward better overnight races, and defended 
the graded allowance races and graded handicaps. 
“The members of the trainers association run 
their horses in all kinds of races, and if they were 
not treated fairly in the graded events they would 
be the first to know it, and would not now be rec- 
commending them,” the paper said. The trainers 
association also endorsed the grading of purses to 
the class of horses engaged, and the increase in 
daily average distribution of purses instead of 
minimum purses. 

The trainers’ association pointed out that train- 
ers’ licenses are now issued loosely, and suggested 
a more thorough examination of applicants. Al- 
though it is not possible always to be sure whether 
a given applicant has the ability to train horses, 
it is at least possible to see that his experience 
with them is long enough to justify issuing him a 
license. The paper pointed out that incompe- 
tence is not the greatest danger with new trainers, 
that the character of the applicants was of more 
importance in the long run. It is at least possible 
to determine what an individual has been doing 
before he asks to be licensed as a trainer, what 
associations he has, and how he has previously 
made his living, the paper said. 

The trainers’ association called attention to the 
fact that in some cases licenses are not officially 
refused, but are either left without action, or the 
applicant is told to withdraw his application, and 
is then sometimes able to secure a license in states 
which would not have granted it had they known 
all the facts of the case. The association sug- 
gested that the commissions exchange all informa- 
tion, confidentially if necessary, on all action 
taken regarding the personnel of racing, and that 
greater care be given to the identification of own- 
ers. “Sometimes a trainer may honestly not know 
the owners of the horses he trains,” the report 
concluded. 

A letter was read from a prominent racing of- 
ficial who asked that his name be kept off the rec- 
ords. He said that there was a considerable con- 
fusion in the registration of racing colors, and 
suggested that these be registered with The 
Jockey Club to avoid duplication. He suggested 
also that a trainer be required to have at least 
three years experience with a racing stable, that 
he have letters endorsing him from at least two 
trainers in good standing, and that he be given an 
examination by the stewards, with questions on 
horsemanship, the rules of racing, and on the 
ability to read and understand condition books. 

The official suggested also that a uniform set 
of punishments be laid down for riding offenses, 
and suggested a schedule as follows: For rough 
riding, first offense 10 days, second offense 30 
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days, third offense one year, fourth offense revoca- 
tion of license; for foul riding, first offense 20 
days, second 60 days, third revocation of license; 
for fraud, first offense one year, second offense 
revocation of license. He also said that all tracks 
should hold one day of racing for charity, even 
after the war, and that a considerable part of the 
proceeds should be devoted to the needy in racing. 

GEORGE W. CoNway, chairman of the New 
Hampshire Commission, presented a suggestion 
which grew out of a conference of racing authori- 
ties in Rhode Island, New Hampshire, and Massa- 
chusetts, for providing, with the granting of any 
license in the jurisdiction of the commission, that 
the applicant sign an agreement dealing with the 
means of arbitration of all disputes involving 
trainers, grooms, jockeys, or others, with the 
track managements. This was referred to the 
rules committee, which took action in the form of 
the resolutions presented earlier in this account. 


Afternoon Session 


T the beginning of the first afternoon session 

the N. A. S. R. C. has held, JOHN SWISHER, 
executive secretary for the Jockeys’ Community 
Fund and Guild, told of the work in protecting 
jockeys and their families in case of injury, pro- 
longed illness, or death. He suggested uniformity 
of racing rules, patterned after those of The 
Jockey Club. The specific recommendations made 
by Mr. Swisher: recognition of the identification 
button of the Guild for admission to all tracks; 
the turning over of all monies paid in fines to the 
benevolent fund of the Guild; withholding of rul- 
ings by the stewards until the day following the 
one on which the offense is committed; running of 
one race at each meeting for the benevolent fund 
of the Guild; and the adoption of a uniform rule 


for apprentices, with The Jockey Club’s rule as. 


the model. 

KENNETH FRIEDE, head of the Triangle Publica- 
tions (Daily Racing Form, Morning Telegraph, 
and others) spoke on the subject of the integrity 
of racing and of its supervision. A high percent- 
age of people, even those who go regularly to the 
races, persist in the opinion that racing is dis- 
honest, he said, and he suggested that the present 
popularity of the sport is due less to its public 
recognition than to the inflationary character of 
the time. A thorough investigation of those seek- 
ing licenses, with adequate appropriations for 
such investigation, was suggested, and Mr. Friede 
also said that racing officials should be very care- 
fully selected, and then given a free hand. 

A good part of the public complaint, Mr. Friede 
said, deals with form reversals, particularly when 
these are reflected in the betting odds, and he said 
that the stewards should demand satisfactory ex- 
planations of such reversals. Supervision of 
jockeys would help, the speaker thought, and he 
also said that a greater amount of attention ought 
to be given to the reports of patrol judges. 

HarrRY PARR, president of the Pimlico track, and 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, pointed out that the race tracks 
depend very much on the commissions in the ap- 
pointment of racing officials, and suggested that a 
good deal of responsibility rests with the commis- 


sions. “The commissions appoint stewards, and 


if they get good men, you’re all right. If too 
much politics enters into the selection, and the 
officials aren’t beyond reproach, you’re in for 
trouble.” He also asked for more attention to the 
licensing of trainers and others connected with 
racing, and endorsed the suggestion that a wait- 
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ing period be required before a claimed horse may 
be started by his new owner. 

ALEX M. Ross, executive secretary of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations, presented the re- 
sults of a survey made by his organization on 
claiming races. Of the 57 leading claiming sta- 
bles, he said, only five bought yearlings at public 
sale last year, and a reduction in the number of

Arlington Park 


HE first five days of last week, including the 
T July 4 program and the slightly smaller one 
on July 3, represented a contribution of one day 
by each of the five Chicago tracks, for the raising 
of funds for the war charities. At the end of the 
week auditors were still at work, but it was esti- 
mated that approximately $300,000 had_ been 
raised. The betting on July 3 was $1,681,395, and 
on the following day was only a little better, the 
total being $1,740,293. The attendance on July 4 
was about 34,000. For the first 16 days of the 
meeting, the betting average has been $1,085,411 
daily. 

The track offered a good set of programs dur- 
ing its charity week. On Monday a Class D 
handicap had to be split into two divisions, the re- 
spective winners being Woolford Farm’s Even 
Stitch, by Insco, and Take Away, by Aneroid. On 
the following day came the $50,000 Stars and 
Stripes Handicap, won by the Washington-bred 
Georgie Drum, and in a supporting event in Class 
C Happy Stable’s Happy Issue, by Bow to Me, and 
Mrs. V. E. Smith’s Sirius, by Diavolo, ran a dead 
heat. 

On the following day Twilight Tear ran an ex- 
cellent race in the Skokie Handicap, setting a new 
track record, and on July 7 the John Hervey 
Handicap, a $5,000 overnight event, went to Hal 
Price Headley’s Tellmenow. The Arlington Ma- 
tron Handicap on the Saturday was supported by 
two allowance events in Class D, a sprint won by 
Henry Tikulski’s Bolus, by Boatswain, and a one- 
mile event won by J. H. Miles’ Rush Act, by 
*Jacopo. 

The principal event of the current week is the 
Arlington Futurity, which will have a gross value 
of $60,000 or more. Free for All and Flood Town 
seem to be the principal contenders, with Ala- 
bama, War Jeep, Sir Bam, Spartan Noble, Lex- 
ingonian, and several others remaining as possible 
starters. The $10,000 Grassland Handicap, the 
richest event of the season to be run over turf, 
will be run July 13.

Georgie Drum is named for 11-year-old George 
Drumheller, son of the horse’s breeder, owner, and 
trainer and grandson and namesake of the George 
Drumheller who raised wheat by the million- 
dollars worth on the vast estate near Walla 
Walla, established the family’s Thoroughbred 
nursery, fathered the Washington racing bill, and 
served on the State’s racing commission. The 
grandfather insisted that Allen Drumheller carry 
on the Thoroughbred tradition he had begun, and 
the son long ago proved himself one of the ablest 
horsemen of the West. 

Georgie Drum, foaled when his dam was 19 
years old, was a big raking youngster which 
showed high promise in his early days, but he was 
not raced as a 2-year-old, and has been dogged by 
unsoundness since. His three races at three were 
all at Longacres. In the first of these he was en- 
tered at a claiming price of $700, won by ten 
lengths at very pretty odds. This was one of 
those feats which delight horsemen but which 
have become almost impossible under modern con- 
ditions (with professional clockers all over the 
place). 

In his third start at three he injured a stifle 
and had to be put by for the remainder of the 
year. In training again at four last year, he 
broke a bone in a foot, and when that healed he 
began to develop trouble in his ankles. But 
Drumheller took him east to Chicago, though 
doubting whether he would stand training. At 
Washington Park Georgie Drum won the $10,000 
added Sheridan Handicap and the $5,000 added 
Emerson F. Woodward Memorial Graded Handi- 
cap at the same meeting. When Drumheller 
brought him back this summer he still was not 
sure of the gelding’s soundness, but Georgie Drum 
in the Stars and Stripes scored his richest victory 
in his own career or that of Allen Drumheller, as 
well as the richest ever credited to a Washington- 
bred horse. He has now started 15 times, won 
eight races, finished second four times, third once, 
and has earned $61,000.

Trainer Ben Jones is beginning to tell a few 
friends that he thinks Twilight Tear may be the 
best horse he has ever trained, and presumably he 
still remembers Whirlaway. At Washington 
Park, before the Skokie Handicap, the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness winner Pensive went com- 
paratively unnoticed; the focus was Twilight 
Tear. For this, it may be, is a filly worthy to be 
classed with Artful and Imp and Top Flight and 
the other queens of the Turf. A suspicion in that 
direction is growing, and Twilight Tear has done 
nothing to discourage it. 

When the field broke, going down the Washing- 
ton Park chute, Twilight Tear was off a little be- 
hind Zacapet, but she had the speed to go to him 
at once, and in about two furlongs she was in 
front. Not fully extended she drew steadily away 
from the field and built up a three-length lead 
which dwindled to a length and a half in the last 
furlong, when the race was already won. Sirde, 
held well away from the early pace by George 
Woolf, challenged strongly on the outside. It was 
a powerful effort, but no hazard to the filly. Sirde 
finished second, nearly three lengths ahead of 
Challenge Me. Occupy, making his first start of 
the season and possibly a little tired of Bull Lea 
fillies, was a rather distant fourth. Pensive was 
never close to the pace, and apparently made no 
great effort after it was clear that his stablemate 
had matters well in hand; he went on to work an 
additional furlong. 

The time of the race broke Bow to Me’s 7-year- 
old track record, and had Twilight Tear been 
pushed the world record of 1:22, held jointly by 
Clang and Roseben, might not have been entirely 
safe. 

From 16 starts Twilight Tear has won 13 races, 
the last nine in succession, and has been once sec- 
ond, twice third, never unplaced, and she has 
earned $98,100. Her pedigree and family par- 
ticulars appeared in THE BLoop-HorsE of May 13, 
page 686.

The Matron was an indirect endorsement of the 
quality of the 3-year-old fillies of the season when 
Harriet Sue, which had been beaten both by Du- 
razna and Twilight Tear, had only a little diffi- 
eulty in turning back a band of older fillies and 
mares. The weight scale provides a ten-pound 
concession by older horses to 3-year-olds at a mile

Traffic Court, 
which was getting to the winner, was nearly two 
lengths ahead of Happy Issue, and the others 
were well strung out. The favored Mar-Kell ran 
as if well below her best form.

NEW YORK 


Empire City 


ig first week of the Empire City meeting, 
held at the Jamaica track on Long Island, was 
bolstered by the long holiday, which in effect ex- 
tended July 4 over two days. In fact opening 
day, July 3, was the largest of the two for the 
race track, both in attendance and betting. Quite 
possibly so many persons considered the probable 
futility of trying to get into the track on July 4 
and stayed away, and the holiday crowd was of 
no extraordinary size. The opening day crowd 
was over 44,000;. that on July 4 was less than 
38,000. Betting for the week ran to a total of 
$13,256,748, with three days running over $2,000,- 
000, and the average for the first week was 
$2,209,458. This will hardly be held, of course, 
since there are no other holidays during the meet- 
ing. 

The opening day feature was a $5,000 overnight 
race, Stir Up against three less celebrated 3-year- 
olds, and the Stimulus gelding, though he was 
giving weight, won easily, a performance which 
foreshadowed his Empire City Stakes victory on 
the Saturday. In a race for 38-year-old fillies E. 
D. Levinson’s Miss Drummond, by *Pharamond 
II, beat Mrs. Ames and others with little diffi- 
culty. The Yonkers Handicap on July 4 saw Alex 
Barth beat four moderate handicappers, and a 
Class C handicap on the same day was won by 
Walter S. Horne’s Tex Martin, by *Lancegaye. 
On July 5 a $3,500 Class C handicap was taken 
by A. C. Ernst’s Alforay, by *Foray II. 

On Saturday, in addition to the Empire City 
Stakes, a $4,000 Class C handicap was run, the 
winner being Tola Rose, by Head Play, which 
gave Jockey Eddie Arcaro his third winner for the 
day.

Last spring Stir Up appeared, in Jockey Eddie 
Arearo’s words, “the best of a bad lot,’’ but in the 
Kentucky Derby and the Preakness it was evident 
that the gelding was not up to the distance, for he 
faded back after being right on the pace in both 
races. But two added months of development 
have added at least a furlong to his capacity. He 
had been second to By Jimminy in the Dwyer, 
holding on stoutly at 14 miles, and he had beaten 
a fairly good field at nine furlongs five days ahead 
of the Empire City Stakes, which was run under 
allowance conditions this year, after having pre- 
viously been a handicap. Even so, it did not seem 
that he could handle By Jimminy, which had 
beaten him four lengths in the Dwyer, and though 
the *Pharamond II colt had to pick up six addi- 
tional pounds, he went to the post at odds-on. 

Lucky Draw and By Jimminy fought for the 
leadership as they had in the Dwyer, with Stir Up 
again waiting behind them. This time it was By 
Jimminy which yielded, and as Lucky Draw 
seemed to be through with this duel, he was en- 
gaged by Stir Up, which got through on the inside 
with a rush. At the furlong-pole the Greentree 
racer had drawn clear, but Lucky Draw came 
again, kept him hustling to win by a half-length. 
By Jimminy was nearly three lengths farther 
back in third place, drifting out under pressure 
in the stretch. As in the Dwyer, Bounding Home 
ran an indifferent race, showing none of the abil- 
ity which won the Belmont Stakes for him. 

The colts and geldings in the 3-year-old picture, 
with Pensive twice beaten in Chicago, Bounding 
Home twice beaten since the Belmont, Lucky 
Draw beaten three times since he won the Peter 
Pan Handicap, and By Jimminy dethroned after 
two wins over Stir Up, has just about succeeded 
in getting nowhere. Jockey Arcaro may have 
been right in the first place. 

Stir Up has started 22 times, won eight races, 
finished second seven times, third four times, and 
has earned $109,845. He is the fourth winner of 
$100,000 or more bred by A. B. Hancock. His

MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


T Suffolk Downs, as at other tracks, the week 
including July 4 was an unusually prosperous 
one, with betting on both the third and fourth go- 
ing over a million. With 47 racing days complet- 
ed, the turnover totaled $39,839,725, for a daily 
average of $847,654. For the week ending July 
8, the average was $938,103. 

The richest race of the meeting so far, the 
Yankee Handicap, was the July 4 feature, with 
the filly Whirlabout beating an only moderate 
field, but with great ease. On the same day Vin- 
cent Cicero’s Sporting Guy, by Rudie, won a Class 
D allowance race. The best race on Wednesday 
was an allowance event at six furlongs, in which 
the winner was F. L. Flanders’ Casey Jones, a 3- 
year-old son of Brevity. On Saturday, July 8, 
the Myles Standish Stakes proved a very roughly 
run race, in which the result was allowed to stand 
although the winner seemed to have committed 
two fouls. As a supporting event the track offer- 
ed the overnight John Alden Handicap, with a 
$5,000 purse, and this was taken by the favorite, 
H. Guy Bedwell’s Sollure, by *Soleil du Midi, giv- 
ing him his sixth victory in nine starts this year. 

The current week is the last one for the East- 
ern Racing Association, as the track announced 
July 8 that the final week, from July 17 through 
July 22, would be run for the benefit of the Na- 
tional War Fund. The $50,000 Massachusetts 
Handicap and the $25,000 Mayflower Stakes, for 
2-year-olds, feature the closing week, and the 
track hopes that the six days will raise approxi- 
mately $200,000 for the war effort. The money 
will be divided among the National War Fund, 
the Boston United War Fund, the Boston chapter 
of the American Red Cross, and Associated War 
Charities.

Patriotism, which 
was a trailer for about five furlongs, closed with 
good speed, and in the last furlong got past Bel 
Reigh to take second place by a length. Valdina 
Lamar finished fourth, and the others were never 
very seriously in the race. 
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Whirlabout, winner of the Gazelle Stakes June 
21, has started 22 times, won eight races, finished 
second seven times, third three times, and has 
earned $64,210. She is the first filly to win the 
Yankee since the inaugural running in 1935, when 
Ann O’Ruley was the winner.

ITH betting running over $1,000,000 on each 

of its last two days, Delaware Park ended 
its 30 days of racing with the July 4 program, 
the meeting having enjoyed the greatest pros- 
perity in the track’s history. This could also 
be said of horsemen who raced there, for with 
the increase in revenue came increases in purse 
values, until the minimum purse on closing day 
was $2,250, and only two of the races were run 
at that figure. 

The sixth and last of the war relief purses was 
run July 3, with H. C. Genter’s Swiv, winner of 
the fourth of the series also, taking it easily. The 
winner, by Ariel from the stakes winner Swivel, 
was bred by Mereworth Farm. 

The Christiana Stakes was the closing day fea- 
ture, and in this and one other race a track ree- 
ord was broken. Pavot won the Christiana Stakes 
for Walter M. Jeffords in new record time of 1:04 
for 5% furlongs, and in a 1%6-mile allowance 
event C. Turner’s Bon Jour, by Sun Beau, covered 
the distance in 1:424%. A Grade D handicap at 
1%6 miles drew one of the biggest fields of the 
day, the easy winner being Christiana Stable’s 
favored *Half Crown, by Hyperion. This gave 
the stable two wins for the day, as it also grad- 
uated the 2-year-old Brides Biscuit, aptly named 
daughter of Hard Tack.

KUDOS FOR SALVATOR 


OHN L. HERVEY, first-ranking historian of 

American racing, both in the Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred fields, was guest of honor at a 
dinner at the Stevens Hotel, Chicago, on the eve- 
ning of Thursday, July 6, and he took the oppor- 
tunity to declare in one sentence the main theme 
of his writings for more than half a century. 

“T want to declare my faith,” he said. “It is 
faith in the American race horse.” 

But most of the program, organized by Ted 
Williams and Frank Butzow of the publicity staff 
at Arlington and Washington Parks, was in light 
vein. Mr. Hervey, having listened almost blush- 
ingly to the praise of several speakers, recalled 
that when he was a very young man a relative had 
remonstrated with his parents for allowing him to 
waste his talents upon race horses, and concluded:

Thoroughbred Club 


At the meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, July

Coldstream Stud 


HE Coldstream Stud yearlings were sold last 

year at Meadow Brook, where 23 head brought 
an average of $5,926, the highest average regis- 
tered for any consignment at that sale of any- 
thing like comparable size. This season Cold- 
stream has 20 yearlings in the Keeneland sale, of 
very much the same breeding, and naturally they 
will attract a good deal of attention. To get one 
highly unimportant point disposed of, they are 
all bays—mostly dark bays—and browns; not a 
chestnut in the lot. 

The writer and several other persons journeyed 
to Coldstream July 7 to look at the yearlings and 
to attend to other matters, and as you might ex- 
pect, when the time came for comparison of opin- 
ions, there were divergencies. Manager Charles 
A. Kenney, in charge of the showing, said that 
his own choice lay between a very handsome 
brown colt by *Sickle out of the Alabama Stakes 
winner Floradora, and a dark bay by *Heliopolis 
out of Lull, dam of the swift Albatross, and most 
of the visitors were on one side or the other, 
concerning these two, with a stray vote or so 
east for the bay by *Bull Dog—Starless Moment, 
this being a brother to Tiger. The *Sickle colt 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


is a good-sized, truly made individual, high in the 
withers, with long muscles and excellent balance; 
he was the writer’s personal choice of the two, 
The colt out of Lull is high and powerful behind, 
very short in the cannons, strong in the gaskins, 
with a finely sloped shoulder and a short back, 
Starless Moment’s son is an alert, fast, smart- 
looking one, with a fine head, and very high and 
strong behind. 

The six remaining colts are all by *Bull Dog. 
The Adirondack Handicap winner Sun Celtic has 
a smooth solid bay, a late foal with some develop- 
ment yet to come, but with the furniture of a 
good one. Penncote, dam of the stakes winner 
Bullpen, has a full brother to him, distinctly the 
*Bull Dog type, good-bodied, short-cannoned, very 
strong. Grizel has a bay colt which takes more 
after her sire, *Chicle, than after the *Bull Dog 
tribe; he is a springy, alert, quick-moving one, 
with his muscle well let down, and a long rein- 
length. Laila Wild, dam of two stakes winners, 
has a long-striding bay, strong in forehand and 
gaskins, with straight hind legs and a high, level 
croup. The Fairy Eyes colt, a brother to Top 
Dog, is a big, strong. well collected one, very 
bloodlike in appearance, with good bone.

Perini’s filly is a strongly muscled one, 
a trifle smaller than the other *Bull Dogs, but 
substantial enough; she is very slightly over at 
the knees, which some horsemen accept as a sign 
of speed. Epitine has a smart, feminine, high- 
crouped filly, with good legs; I should guess her 
to be the fastest of the lot and possibly the best. 

Reaping Reward has two fillies. One of these, 
Manager Kenney says, is the best foal the farm 
has had from My Tide, dam of Gillie and Sweet 
Patrice. She is a smooth, well turned, muscular 
one, short in the back. The other is from the 
*Bull Dog mare Summer Time, a_ substantial, 
broad-chested, short-cannoned one, with *Bull 
Dog’s driving hindquarters. 

The remaining five are by *Heliopolis, and any 
orthodox pedigree student would have to take 
the very powerful one out of Nimble Hoof, dam 
of the high-class Coldstream. She has an extra 
good forehand, is broad through the chest and 
deep in the barrel. Bourlon Reel has a fast and 
racy daughter, with a good rangy frame. The 
bay out of Tiger’s sister Sweet Fern is long all 
the way—neck and body, high behind, with a good 
forearm and generally strong muscular organiza- 
tion. Tophorn’s daughter is a neat, wiry, well 
proportioned one with good legs and feet. Co- 
ronium has a blaze-faced bay filly, a little plain 
but very strong, with good bone and muscle. 

The general quality of the consignment is high 
and remarkably level. Not a good deal has been 
said above about the legs and feet of the indi- 
viduals, because there were almost without ex- 
ception—and without any important exception— 
straight and true.

Arthur B. Hancock has been selling yearlings 
since the year before Tennyson’s brook began op- 
erations. Last year at Keeneland he reached a 
pinnacle of some sort with the sale of a $66,000 
colt and one of the best sales in his career. But 
this year the products of his Claiborne and Ellers- 
lie Studs and the get of their stallions have been 
very successful and the yearling crop is one of 
the best he has ever turned out, so it seems un- 
likely that Mr. Hancock’s 1944 will suffer great- 
ly by comparison with his 1943. 


There is no Pericles in the consignment this 
year, but there is a yearling which may fascinate 
buyers and lookers almost as much. Like the 
$66,000 beauty, he is a son of *Blenheim II, but 
there the resemblance ends. This is a chestnut 
colt out of *Triumph II, a daughter of *Stefan 
the Great and half-sister to the late Joseph E.

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beam.” He is high-strung, like most of his pa- 
ternal half-brothers, but in this case the nervous 
energy seems to be all pointed in one direction: 
alive with vibrant power, he seems to be interest- 
ed only in going places. (In the paddock races 
among weanlings, the men said, he made it a 
practice to run off and leave the others, wait for 
them to catch up, and run off and leave them 
egain.) He is very masculine and assertive, and 
if cats are as quick as he is they have improved 
some since I was last scratched. He compares 
with Pericles, I should say, in about the same 
fashion that Jimmy Cagney compares with Rob- 
ert Taylor. Taylor always seems slightly em- 
barrassed by his own beauty, whereas Cagney 
usually wants to go somewhere and whip some- 
thing. This colt, however, is considerably hand- 
somer than Cagney. 

There are two other *Blenheim II colts in the 
catalogue, out of Galagold and Gotoit, of which 
the former has a trifle the edge in good looks and 
substance. The Gotoit colt presents the unusual 
spectacle of a dark bay horse with a grey tail. 

Among the sons of *Sir Gallahad III I thought 
the standout was the bay son of the stakes-win- 
ning mare Fleam, half-sister to Omaha and 
Flares. This is a colt of excellent quality and 
substance, but not at all bulky; he appears likely 
to develop well as a 22-year-old, though I should 
expect more from him at the longer distances. I 
should guess this smart colt one of the best in the 
entire consignment. The Dustsweep colt is hefty, 
well muscled, and fine-boned; he probably will 
need waiting on. These are the only colts by *Sir 
Gallahad III in the Keeneland sales. 

The colt by Menow out of *Channelle is a big, 
rangy, classy-looking youngster which looks as 
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if he would like to run eight or ten furlongs. His 
pedigree was contrived for the Polymelus—Sun- 
star nick which has been successful in so many 
instances. Another excellent colt by an outside 
sire is the son of Sweeping Light and Gala Song; 
he is a smooth, somewhat rangy, beautifully sym- 
metrical colt with a great deal of scope, the larg- 
est yearling by Sweeping Light I have seen. 

Among the get of Johnstown, the bay colt out 
of Recussion, a good race mare, was my snap- 
judgment choice. He is big, rugged, exception- 
ally strong, true-actioned. His beauty is not en- 
hanced by the fact that he has his sire’s head- 
piece, but he is extremely well made. The Johns- 
town colt out of Miss Gravity is a typical son of 
his sire, long-bodied, racy, wide-quartered, and 
very well-muscled. The Toro Nancy colt, also 
much like Johnstown, is big, strong, and very deep 
through the heart. 

Fighting Fox has made a smashing success with 
his first crop of 2-year-olds, but unluckily Mr. 
Hancock has only one colt by him. This is a bay 
out of Stony Stare, and he is a very promising 
sort, strong. full-bodied, with a level top line and 
powerful quarters. On the other hand there are 
five colts by Omaha, a magnificent hulk of a horse 
whose offspring need more time and distance than 
the American Turf likes to give. In this crop, 
apparently, Mr. Hancock has made his nicks to 
furnish more handiness and precocity than Omaha 
himself could furnish, and the yearlings are the 
best by Omaha I have seen. 

Two of the colts by *Rhodes Scholar, those out 
of Explosion and Sunny Fields, are quarter-horse 
types, long, low-set, round-bodied, powerful, 
quick. These are among the best 2-year-old pros- 
pects I have seen by this sire. The colt out of

The filly crop at Claiborne is extra good, and I 
should not be surprised to see something top the 
$19,000 for which one was sold last year. Two of 
the fillies, by Stimulus—Risk and *Sir Gallahad 
II—Sun Gamonia, will be led into the ring at 
once and the highest bidder will take his choice 
of the two, leaving the other as a prospective 
broodmare for Claiborne. This unique arrange- 
ment will attract considerable attention and cause 
a lot of speculation on the result. It goes without 
saying that both are good. Risk has been a re- 
markable broodmare, and she has never had a 
yearling which looked better equipped than this 
one. She is smooth and lacquered to a fine finish, 
but with a great deal of power under the hood. 
She has an extremely sloping shoulder. The Sun 
Gamonia filly is a trifle heftier, and little less fine 
in quality, but quite as well muscled. (In this 
race for the public’s preference I think the favor- 
ite will be the Risk filly.) 

But these two cannot be said to stand out much 
above the others. One of the smartest fillies I 
have seen in a long time is the dark bay by 
*Rhodes Scholar out of Whirlabout’s dam, Lost 
Horizon. This is a sleek, smooth, racy, handy 
trick with a pretty head and neck and a pictures- 
que feminine beauty. “Rhodes Scholar has an- 
other extra good one in the daughter of Lucky 
Pledge. 

The *Sir Gallahad II1I—Briarside filly yields 
nothing to the daughter of Sun Gamonia in ap- 
pearance. She has scope and substance, power 
and quality to a degree not usually brought to- 
gether in one individual. 

Other fillies which seemed especially attractive 
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included those by Gallant Fox—Nancy Clay, 
*Sickle—Our Treat, Chance Play—Pompohone. 
The Nancy Clay filly looks quick, something you 
usually don’t expect of Gallant Fox fillies. The 
daughter of Pompohone apparently represents 
Mr. Hancock’s following of the nick which pro- 
duced Some Chance, and he has as a result a very 
promising, compact, true-made yearling. 

In the Hancock catalogue is included George 
H. Fairhurst’s filly by *Jacopo out of the high- 
class mare *Nadushka. This is a rangy, long- 
muscled, hard-looking, strong, substantial, true- 
actioned filly which looks like an excellent pros- 
pect for our 3-year-old filly classics. eo
